LOCATION: 


A more desirous region could not have been found to locate a state 
university. Lexington is in the heart of the famed Kentucky Blue- 
erass, the center of America's thoroughbred horse breeding industry, 
home of Samuel Riddle's immortal Man o' War, who needs no identifi- 
cation, the scene of the world's largest burley tobacco auctions 
every fall, and the center of Kentucky's cultural and social life. 


Included among points of interest in the Bluegrass is Colonel BE. R. 
Bradley's picturesque Idle Hour Farm, breeding grounds for four 
Kentucky Derby winners. 


The Coldstream Farm, Walnut Hall, Greentree, Spindletop, Dixiana, 
and Spendthrift are all within a few minutes' ride of the Univer- 
sity campus. 


TRANSPORTATION: 


The metropolis of the Bluegrass is located on three major railroad 
lines--the Louisville and Nashvilie, the Southern, and the Chesa- 
peake arid Ohio. Bus lines radiate in all directions from Lexington. 


ENROLLMENT: 


Approximately four thousand students with about twice as many men 
as women. 


FOUNDED: 


The University of Kentucky, a co-educational state-maintained insti- 
tution, was founded in 1878 as the Kentucky Agricultural and 
Mechanical College. From 1865 to 1878 it was a part of the 
Kentucky University--a combined state and church supported school. 
Kentucky University grew out of Transylvenia University, now 
Transylvania College.

The University of Kentucky 1s divided into six colleges--Arts and 
Sciences, Engineering, Agriculture, Education, Commerce, Law, and 
the Graduate School.

The University is one of twelve members of the Southeastern Confer- 
ence.

PRESIDENT: 


Dr. Herman Lee Donovan begins his second year as president of the 
University of Kentucky. The former head of the Eastern State 
Teachers College at Richmond was formally inaugurated with pomp 
and ceremony as the sixth president of the seventy-five year old 
institution last June. 


Dr. Donovan in his short presidential reign has shown that he is a 
conservative pro-athletic president. Since he has been president, 
Dr. Donoven has attempted to procure a field house for the Univer- 
sity. The building was being designed when the war intervened and 
delayed work on the proposed field house. 


Dr. Donovan succeeds Dr. Frank L. McVey as president. Dr. McVey 
was retired upon reaching his seventieth birthday. 


INFORMATION FOR THE PRESS: 


Kentucky boasts of the most modern press box in the southeastern 
part of the United States. The glass-enclosed press box, located 
on the south side of Stoll Field, seats 100 newsmen. Two sound— 
proof radio booths are located at one end of the press box. West- 
ern Union and Postal Telegraph have direct wires in the press box, 
plugged in all along the first row. Paper, carbons, programs, and 
typewriters are available to members of the press. The Athletic 
Publicity Department operates a telegraphic correspondence service 
at all Kentucky games and will be glad to provide any desired 
coverage for any game, either at home or away.

Last season he 
was recognized for his fine work..,He hails from Ashland...Johnson and 
Clark Wood have the tackle situation well in hand...Despite his huge 
frame, John 1s very maneuverable...His long arms play a major part in 
the line's defense 


CLARK WOOD, is "Big John's" running mate..Clark weighs 205, but he's a 
streamlined athlete...The former Huntington high school star has been 
a leading tackle in the South for the past two years...Earned letters 
both his sophomore and junior years...One of the most popular men on 

the campus...Wood is the type of athlete who really goes in for hard

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PROSPECTS FOR '42 


NOTE; Rather than present a press agent's story of the Wildeat pros- 

pects, we prefer to present two preview stories by two of Ken- 
tucky's leading sportswriters--Alex Bower, sports editor of the 
Lexington Leader, and Joe Reister of the Courier-Journal. 


Here we go with Mr. Reister's story: 


Lexington, Ky., August 8--The 1942 University of Kentucky 
football team will be a so-so aggregation wholly capable of terminat- 
ing the season in one of two classifications--a better-than-average 
Wildcat eleven that played a consistently good brand of ball, or a 
team that proved itself mediocre in the fullest sense of the word. 


And it's a 100-to-1 bet that no individual--at the present 
time--would venture to predict the bracket into which the Cats eventu- 
ally might fall. 


Head Coach Ab Kirwan, who has never been known to be optimis- 
tic concerning his gridiron clubs, sums up the whole thing in these 
words: 

‘We'll have a pretty good ball team this fall, but our suc- 
cess will depend entirely on the caliber of our opposition. 

"ana@ our opposition appears at the moment to be anything but 
easy to handle." 


Now everything is not gloomy around the Wildcat camp and two 
vivacious, dark-haired sophomore speedsters have a lot to do with 
disspelling what clouds may be in sight. 


Gene Meeks and Jesse Tunstill--the two lads in question--are 
capable of doing most everything one could ask for on a football 
field and Kirwan's eyes twinkle noticeably when he talks about the 
pair of soph backs. 


Meeks, who calls Lawrenceville, I11., home, is a stoutly- 
constructed player, weighing 180 pounds and standing 5 feet, 11 inches 
in his stocking feet. 


Tunstill, one of the best high school football players devel- 
oped within the confines of the Commonwealth in many a4 moon, is 
speedy despite his 190 pounds. He stands approximately 6 feet tall. 


Kirwan apparently will rely on Gene and Jesse to do a lot of 
ball-toting this fall and, in addition, to team up as an effective 
passing combination with Meeks pitching and Tunstill catching, or 
vice versa. 


“Of course," Kirwan commented, “you must remember that both 
these boys are sophomores and consequently are untried in varsity 
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competition. This fact may go against their play this year, but both 
are of good size, both have plenty of speed and the desire to play 
footbali and those are attributes you cannot discount entirely." 


Expect Improvement At Guards 


Ab will have a host of backfield material in Charley Kuhn, 
Meeks, Tunstill, Phil Cutchin, Randall Hammer, Tommy Bell, Paul 
Walker ond Eric Hoyer at the halfback posts; Bob Herbert, John Hurst 
end Bill Moseley at the fullback positions, and Ben Kessinger, Tommy 
Ewing and Matt Lair at the signal-calling jobs. 


As regards the linemen--the unsung heroes of a football team 
--Kirwan will have good centers in Charley Bill Walker, a letterman 
last year; Jay Rhodemyre, a husky from Ashland; Dick Webb, of Lexing- 
ton, whose father, the late Dick Webb, was one of Kentucky's greats 
in the old days, and Pete Triplett, another Lexingtonian. 


The guards, according to Kirwan, will be "greatly improved 
over those of last year". 


The guards listed on the tentative Cat roster include Richard 
Colvin, Bardstown, and Norman Beck, Louisville, both lettermen; Bill 
Welborn, Madisonville; Jack Casner, Fort Thomas; Hurthel Jones, 
Corbin; Charles Browning, Montgomery, Ala., and Leonard Preston, Lou- 
isville. 


_ @lyde "Big Stoop" Johnson, a 225-pounder, and Clark Wood, who 
tips the beams at 205, are the two returning lettermen at the tackle 
posts. Others listed are Bill Griffin, Mayfield; Ted Jaracz, Lowell, 
Mass.; Beryl McAllister, Somerset, and Milton Kafoglis, Lexington. 


"We will be pretty thin at tackles," Kirwan said, "The boys 
we have are good, there is no doubt about that, but there are so few 
of them. 


May be Weak at Ends 
And there are the ends. 


And therein lies the sad part of the advance story on the 
Wildeat gridiron possibilities. 


Kirwan has two good ends in Carl Althaus and Alan Parr, both 
of Louisville, but others on the tentative squad listed at the end 
poet tions will have to show a lot of improvement to quicken Kirwan's 
pulse. 


Among those lads who will attempt to snag passes and spill 


interference from outposts on the varsity this fall are Charley Eblen, 
Ashlend; George Sengel, Louisville; Carl Dunning, Cincinnati; Charley 
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Minor, Lexington; George Edwards, Harrodsburg; Bill Augustyn, Chicago, 
and Harry Taylor, Cynthiana, the third letterman on the list of ends. 


Now Mr. Bower's story: 


Like a 15-cent fillet of beef, it's tough at both ends and 
leathery in the middle, the 1942 University of Kentucky football 
schedule. In between the hard going, however, there's opportunity 
for Juicy munching, so the Wildcats should finish the season minus 
not too many teeth. 


Leading off the carte de pigskin, is a tussle with the Univer- 
sity of Georgia's Orange Bowl champions, which is to say the 
Sinkwich Syndicate. After that come Xavier and Washington and Lee, 
which ought not to be unsurmountable, then follow Vanderbilt, V.P.d. 
and Alabama. 


A pause for breath. 


Vanderbilt, we all know. is rough and ambitious. Remember? 
Virginia Poly's Gobblers want to grow into big birds; they may re- 
sist Alabama, reputed to be not so devastating as the Tides of former 
years, yet may cause the life rafts to be launched. 


Following the Alabama heat come George Washington U., Georgia 
Tech, West Virginia and finally Tennessee, traditional windup foe. 


The last time George Washington's gridders slept here it 
seemed ag if the father of his country had adopted a section of the 
Foreign Legion, but the boys looked tougher than they really were. 
Maybe they'll have a hangover from that other licking. 


Georgia Tech always is a worthy opponent, a good match for 
the Wildcats. West Virginia never has realized its potentialities; 
maybe the Mountaineers won't be too difficult this time either. Tenn- 
essee? Well, you know how the Vols are--they have the floors waxed 
er the skids greased every year. 


Fifth Season For Kirwan

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THE KENTUCKY COACHING STAFF 


ALBERT DENNIS KIRWAN 


The years one, two, three, and four have been torn from the 
calenday in methodical fashion for Ab Kirwan as head ringmaster of 
the Wildeats' football destiny. 


Now number five--Kirwan's fifth year--appears upon the Ken- 
tucky football horizon, and what will happen during the fifth year 
of the Kirwan regime is just as much a mystery as the first four 
years. It is an unpredictable situation. 


Albert Dennis Kirwan, known only as Ab to the football world, 
arrived back on the Kentucky situation in 1938, and with his coming 
came new hopes to a despaired football aggregation. 


Kirwan had been graduated from the University of Kentucky in 
1926--his name was not new on the Kentucky billboard. 


Lanky Ab was graduated from Louisville Male High School in 
1921, Starring Kirwan, Male went undefeated his senior year. 
Entering the University in 1922, Kirwan rated a starting berth with 
the Kittens, and with that berth went the title of captain. 


Again, three years later, the title captain was applied be~- 
fore Kirwan's name when he was elected to captain the Wildcat eleyen 
his senior year. As a varsity man, Kirwan alternated between the 
halfback and end posts, handling either position with equal skill. 


Football was his major athletic interest, but track shared 
much of his time. As a member of the track team, Kirwan specialized 
in the 440-yard dash. 


While still an undergraduate at the University, Kirwan served 
as assistant dean of men. Often he is referred to as "Scholarly Ab" 
a nickname he well deserves. Before a game, when other coaches are 
reading the sports pages, Ab prefers to read the classics--Shakes- 
pear, Byron, Keats, Shelley, and others. 


Kentucky in 1938 sent out a distress call. Discipline had 
ebbed to a low point at the University, and the football situation 
was bad--the future bore no signs of optimism. Kirwan, rather than 
look at the rational side--a comfortable law practise and a prosper- 
ing high school team--chose the emotional side--the desire to be 
head coach at Kentucky.
